To the Editor of the Post-Diapotch. 

The following suggestions inthe much discussed 
matter of cross-street pavements in the West End 
may be worth considering. It can be stated as a 
fact that the streets in that part ofthe city now 
paved with asphaltum and wood—all running east 
and west—cannot be kept clean or in good condi- 
tioh. unless the cross-streets be also paved. Indeed, 
the dust and mud nuisance cannot be fully abated 
unless all streets are paved.
